NEW YORK — Alter several 
night* in which observatories in 
Texas. California and Hawaii 
beamed powerful laser pulses 
at I he Apollo 11 landing site on 
the moon, ihere have been in¬ 
dications of returning flashes 
One of the two scientific park, 
ages left at Hie site was a re¬ 
flector aimed to return flashes 
of lasrd light generated by ob¬ 
servatories on earth. 

Caused by Error* 

The difficultly in obtaining 
the returning flashes seem* to 
ha e been caused by errors in 
estimated earth-moon distances. 
The errors appear to have been 
a large as two and a half 
miles. 

It is also reported that the 
Rea of Tranquillity, in which 
the astronauts landed, mav be 
extraordinarily rich in titanium, 
giving it a peculiar purple lint. 
This has been dedurrd from a 
a new and more detailed analy- 
si-, of data radioed to earth in 
]|>H7 by Surveyor 5. 

The Surveyor was an unman¬ 
ned crafi that landed some 70 
miles north of the spot where 
the Apollo astronauts came 
down The Surveyor analysis of 
iwo moon samples shows in¬ 
fantum levels higher than those 
of any common cardi rocks nr 
of any meteorite that has fallen 
from the sky.
